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Violence is not the way 
to peace, says John Paul 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Both peace 
and freedom are threatened by 
terrorism, totalitarian systems, 
religious repression, and economic 
inequalities, Pope John Paul II said in 
his message for the 1981 World Day 
of Peace, Jan. 1. 


In a 14-page statement on the day’s 
theme, “To Serve Peace, Respect 
Freedom,” the pope addressed a 
variety of issues, including material- 
ism, abortion, world hunger, “and 
nuclear warfare. 

ALTHOUGH HE SAID that “the 
spectacle that meets our eyes at the 
beginning of the ’80s seems hardly 


» reassuring,” Pope John Paul said he

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spoke “from a powerful conviction 
that peace is possible, but that it is 


also something that has to be 


continually won.” 


He addressed the message to “all of 
you who are building peace, to all of 
you who are the leaders of the 
nations, to you, brothers and sisters,

“THERE IS NO TRUE freedom— 
which is the foundation of peace— 
when all powers are concentrated on 
the hands of a single social class, a 
single race or a’single group or when 
the common good is merged with the 
interests of a single party that is 
identified with the state,” Pope John 
Paul added.

Southern Cross 
subscription drive 
Starts Jan. 4

Bishop Leo T. Maher has 
designated Sunday, Jan. 4, 1981, 
as the beginning of the first 
annual Diocesan Subscription 
Drive for the Southern Cross. 


For the calendar year 1981, a 
100% Voluntary Plan will replace 
the Parish Coverage Plan. In 
other words, any subscription to 
the Southern Cross for 1981 will 
be on an individual basis only. 


In the past, parishes participa- 
ting in the Parish Coverage Plan 
submitted. names of parishioners 
to the Southern Cross, and if 
those subscriptions remained 
unpaid, the parish was billed. 


When he announced the details 
of the new pian to pastors, Bishop 
Maher expressed his belief that 
the Southern Cross is an impor- 
tant part of the adult education of 
the diocese, and that the news- 
Paper should be in the hands of 
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cases to political terrorism or to blind 
acts of violence” and mourned “the 
problem of systematic or selective 
repression — accompanied by assas- 
sination and torture, cases of 
disappearance or banishment — 
suffered by so many people, 
including bishops, priests, Religious, 
and Christian lay people working in 
the service of their neighbor.”

SAN FRANCISCO (NC)—Backed 
by leaders of the Catholic Church and 


- other denominations in the San 


Francisco Bay area, Local 10 of the 
International Longshoremen’s and 
Warehousemen’s Union (ILWU) has 
directed its members to refuse to load 
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Applicable to all West Coast ports, 
the union’s action took effect Dec. 22, 
when it was announced by Herb Mills, 
president of ILWU Local 10, with the 
support of Archbishop John R. Quinn 
of San Francisco, Bishop John S. 
Cummins of Oakland and other 
Church leaders in the Bay area. 


MILLS RELEASED a statement 
issued by the international ILWU to 
local officials, which said, in part: 
“The ILWU strongly protests any 
further U.S. military, political, or 
economic assistance to the military 
government of El Salvador which has 
imposed a virtual reign of terror over 
its people. 

“The United States has been the 
primary sponsor of a series of 
repressive landlord-dominated 
governments which have ruled El 
Salvador since the early 1930s. The

U.S. bishops remind us 
‘we are all pilgrims’

Imprisonment, torture, and execu- 
tion for religious and politf€al beliefs 
are common practice in one half of 
the world’s countries. That was the 
grim picture in a recently-released 
report by Amnesty International 
which detailed rights violations by 
110 countries, including the United 
States.. 


But this country still remains a 
beacon of hope for hundreds of 
thousands of people who come here 
each year—legally and illegally—to 
escape economic, political, and 
religious persecution. 


THE UNITED NATIONS has called 
the current worldwide refugee 
situation, which involves millions of 
homeless, countryless outcasts, “a 
continuing drama of massive 
exoduses of people seeking freedom, 
food, and sometimes just a chance to 
Survive. 


“It is a tragedy of immense 
proportions which goes beyond 
testing the compassion and collective 
responsibility of the international 
community,” the world body said. 


This “tragedy” has not been lost on 


the Church. Pope John Paul |! has 
singled out migrant families as 
among society’s “most vulnerable 
members,” and Papal Secretary of 
State Cardinal Agostino Casaroli 
called upon pastoral workers to 
“intensify their efforts... with love and 
the light of Christ” in behalf of the 
world’s 50 million refugees. :

Poway parishioners provide 
generously for others

POWAY —When Ed Gelinas took 


early retirement from the Arabian 
American Oil Company, he opted not 
to sit in a rocking chair. During the 
past 25 years he and his family lived in 
Saudi Arabia, and while he worked for 
the oil company he did whatever he 
could to help the Catholic Church 
there. He was cited by two popes for 
his efforts. 


In Poway, he’s filled with the same 
zeal to help others in need, especially 
the sister parish which St. Michael’s 
Church has adopted, Our Lady of 
Peace in La Paz, Baja California. 


WHEN ED SERVED as president of 
St. Michael’s parish council, he had 
his first opportunity to witness 
firsthand the needs of the Mexican 
parish. He also became fast friends 
with the pastor there, Father Gabriel 
Chiodi. Father Chiodi also serves as 
the vicar general of the La Paz 
diocese. : 


“During the time we’ve lived here in 
Rancho Bernardo; I've been to La Paz 
four times. Father Gabriel’s parish- 
ioners need us. They have an old folks 
home, an orphanage for 186 children, 
a trade school where they teach boys 
and girls skills to make a living for 
themselves and their families, 
schools that provide the basics in 
curriculum, asmall hospital and three 
dispensaries. 


“One time, when Father needed 
desks, we managed to work out a 
good arrangement with the Vista 
parish here. Father Gabriel had to 
parcel out the desks because there 
weren't enough. But you should have 
seen the Sisters’ eyes when they saw 
the desks!” 


THE POWAY parishioners haven't 
limited their good deeds to their sister 
parish, though. Recently, Ed, Wally 
Barsotti, and Madeline Aaron of Mt. 
Carmel parish, took a truckload of 
bread, other foods, and clothing to 
four orphanages and a novitiate in 
Tecate. 

Ed thinks nothing of asking people 
for donations to help the sister parish 
and also the needy people closer to 


_the border. Often he has been able to 


get things wholesale, like the tables 
for the La Paz parish hall. Poway 
parishioners use their own equip- 
ment to transport items to the border 
where they are then sent on to Father 
Gabriel via commercial transport. 


St. Michael’s also holds food 
Masses to collect food for the poor. 
Roy and Catherine Hill co-chair the 
food Mass, assisted by Barsotti, Joe 
Kraemer, and Ralph Beaton. “And | 
can’t praise our pastor, Father 
Michael Coughlan, and his assistant, 
Father John Lucev,-enough. They’re 
very supportive of all we try to do,” 
said Ed. 


ONE DAY, WHEN Ed and Father 
Gabriel were discussing the needs of 
the La Paz trade school, Father 
mentioned that they had lost a 
construction job because they didn’t 
have a planer. 


“Well, it so happened that | had 
been ‘swapping lies’ with someone 
here in Rancho Bernardo over at the 
coffee shop, and, do you know, | told 
him about the sister parish and he 
gave a donation. When | told him the 
school needed a planer, he said to let 
him know when one was on sale and 
he’d pay for it. And he did.” 


Going down to La Paz, about 1,000 
miles from Poway, is no small feat, 
says Ed with a shake-of the head. 
“There are some roads where you 
wonder whether you have to pushthe 
rocks aside to get through.” He 


generally goes down by truck or van" 


and then flies back. “I can’t do it both 


ways. I’m 67. 


“WHEN | GO DOWN there, | stay 
right at the chancellery. | see Father 
start his day at five o’clock in the 
morning, and I’ve traveled with him to 
places you wouldn’t believe. Onetime 
| went out with him when he was 
taking the sacraments, food, clothes, 
and medicine to an outlying area. It 
took us fron nine in the morning until 
four in the afternoon to travel 50 
miles. We went through 35 river and 
stream beds. 

“There’s one place, Our Lady of 
Solitude parish, where Father's 
coming is put on the radio so that 


~ people will know that he’s going to 


make a visit.” 


Ed smiles when he recalls one of his 
visits to the sister parish dispensary. 
“There we were, things in the town in 
terrible condition, people as poor as 
could be, and there stood the nun, all 
in starched white. It was something to 
see, her in all that white. 


“’VLL NEVER FORGET when the 
children of St. Michael’s School 
wanted to do something for the sister 
parish last Christmas. Some of the

children met with me and said they 
would like to do a toy drive. 


“| didn’t know if they were going to 
be able to collect very much and the 
holidays were coming. But one 
morning | got a call from Sister 
Celestine, the principal, to get over to 
the school right away. There were so 
many toys that they filled ten big 
boxes and the trunk of my car.” 


Ed and wife Mary Ann received a 
Christmas letter soon after from 
Father Gabriel. He wrote, “lam happy 
to inform you that | have received the 
last shipment. Just grand! | could not 
believe my eyes when | saw so many 
beautiful toys, a bike, two typewriters, 
an office desk, etc. That is quite a 
gift!” 

THEN FATHER ADDED a personal 
note to Ed and Mary Ann. “I now have 
55 people piled up in two rooms of our 
storage place, because they cannot 
find any vacancy in any hotel. Three 
other people are sleeping in my car. 
As you Can see, we missionaries are 
always having a lot of company and 
enjoyment.” 


Ed is proud of St. Michael’s 
willingness to help so many in the 
local area, too. “Our parish contri- 
butes to the Poway Community 
Church food bank, to the Indian 
mission at Pauma Valley, to the food 
pantry sponsored by St. Mary’s 
Catholic Church in Oceanside, and to 
the food locker at the Catholic 
Community Center in San Diego. 


“We forwarded large quantities of 
food and clothing to the flood victims 
in Tijuana last winter, too.” 


A PHONE CALL to St. Michael’s 
Church in Poway will bring a speedy 
response from Ed. “We always need 
food, clothing, and equipment, as 
well as money, and | can promise you 
it will go directly to the less fortunate 
of our neighbors!”

However, there had to be a starting point. | believe that 
the Southern Cross had to once again have material in it 
worth reading, and it had to be presented in such amanner 
to make you want to read it. | believe my first step is being 


met with a degree of success. Too many people aresaying 


too many good things about the Southern Cross. 


While trying to improve the quality of the news in the 
Southern Cross, | have not ignored the other problem 
areas. We are currently in the process of developing a 
program whereby we can tie into the diocese’s IBM 
computer. With the installation of our own computer 
terminal, the headaches many of us have had concerning 
circulation will be eliminated. 


Rather than having to wait a month, sometimes longer, 
for your name to be added to or taken off our list, we can do 
the job instantly. We shall have our own mailing labels and 
provide them to our printer; we will have the means to keep 
current and accurate records of subscribers. 

Many of our readers have received the Southern Cross 
for years, but have never been billed. Those who have been 
billed, but have not paid, have been “carried” by the 
newspaper at the expense of the local parish. 


It is important to realize that during 1981, if you receive 
the Southern Cross and do not pay for it, then no one is 
paying for it. Parishes are underwriting subscriptions of 
non-paying parishioners no longer. 


We recently mailed a subscription renewal to everyone 
receiving the newspaper, in an effort to create accurate 
records and to receive payment from those who have 
received the Southern Cross in 1980 but did not pay for it. 
The response has been promising. That clears the 1980 
records. It is now 1981. 


We hope that with the improvement in our diocesan 


newspaper, you will have the desire to continue your 
subscription for 1981, to suggest to friends that they 
subscribe, and even to give gift subscriptions. 

We hope you will want to donate $12 for a 1981 
subscription to the Southern Cross. We hope you will want 
to be a part of the “new” Southern Cross and will want to 
see that it can add a great deal to your understanding of 
religion and your growth in faith.

Speaks 


‘Fruits of the spirit’ 

In his last general audience of 1980 Pope John Paul II 
told Catholics to seek “the fruits of the spirit” by rejecting 
“the works of the flesh.” 


Quoting from. St. Paul’s ‘Epistle to the Galatians, the 
pope listed the fruits of the spirit as “love, joy, peace, 
patient endurance, kindness, generosity, faith, mildness, 
and self-control.” 


He said that such works of the flesh as “lewd conduct, 
impurity, licentiousness, idolatry, sorcery, hostilities, 
bickering, jealousy, outbursts of rage, selfish rivalries, 
dissensions, factions, envy, drunkenness, orgies and the 
like” are opposed to life in the spirit. 


“The man who lives according to the flesh is the 
sensual man,” the pope said. 


“Such a person lives in opposition to the spirit, who wills 
a reality distinct from that willed by the flesh,” he added. 
“This tension between the flesh and the spirit is manifested 
in the struggle between good and evil.”

” How does one complete that 
.. Everyone listens?” 


Perhaps certain stock brokers can hake such universal 
claims, but it has become very difficult since the Second 
Vatican Council to make any universal statements about 
Catholics and their beliefs. When the pope speaks, 
different people react differently. Some agree; others 
disagree. Some applaud; others wince. Hopefully, those 
who agree, disagree, applaud or wince have listened to 
what the pope has said; but it seems to be the case all too 
frequently that very few people go to the trouble to 
discover for themselves exactly what it was the pope said 
or did. 

Some years ago a priest friend of mine observed, “We 
live in a post-encyclic era.” His point was that lengthy 
papal documents no longer have much impact; and his 
rationale was the fact that the teaching of Pope Paul VI’s 
encyclical Humanae Vitae has been largely ignored by 
clergy and laity alike. 


The sad fact, however, is that precious few have ever 
gone to the trouble to read the full document for 
themselves. Paul VI claimed to have neither the final nor 
the infallible word on the topic of family planning, but he 
did claim to have an important message on the value of 
human life, and that message has been largely ignored. 


Among the greatest services provided by the Catholic 
press is giving its readers ful! and accurate coverage of 
current Church teaching. The secular press and 
commercial broadcasters cannot be expected to report 
fully or accurately in this area. Here Catholics are well 
advised to rely on publications like Southern Cross to keep 
up-to-date. So when you see the Column above entitled

MOST OF US SHARE Peter Pan’s fear. When his 


shadow left him he couid not be sure whether ornot ® 


he was real. If we are to give up all these symbols of 
our reality and walk in trust and faith alone, will we 
still be the person we know? Is it really safe to 
abdicate the self we know and love for some barely 
comprehended promise relayed by the messengers 
of God? 


Well, what happened to Mary? She was not spared 
because of it. Pain was not eradicated from her life, 
nor trial, but she did make it possible for God to be 
incarnated in and* through her.

The Sunday Readings 


January 4, 1981, Epiphany of the Lord. Isaiah 60:1-6; 
Ephesians 3:2-3, 5-6; Matthew 2:1-12. 


The commercialism of the “season” came to a 
grinding halt on Christmas Eve, but we are still 
within the Octave of Christmas, still celebrating the 
epiphany or appearance of the Lord while the rest of 
the world has gone on to other things. 


In our first reading, we share both the anguish and 
the hope of God’s people upon their return to 
Jerusalem sometime after 538 B.C. The first of the 
exiles are coming back from Babylon, and the holy 
city lies in ruins. But the prophet consoles them: 
God will make Himself present among His people 
once more, the Light of deliverance will shine upon 
them. 

ISRAEL WILL COME into its proper heritage,-and 
the city of the kings and prophets will be restored. 
And even the gentile descendants of Abraham are 
seen bringing gifts of gold and incense, singing 
their praise of the Lord. 


Si. Paul ii Gui SéCGNG reading tells the Enhesians 
that the deliverance of God is for all men, and even 
the pagans will share the Jewish messianic heritage 
on an equal footing with the Chosen People. Paul 
has been charged by God with making His salvation 
known, of preaching the Good News along with the 
apostles and teachers who have been commis- 
sioned for the task. 


Jesus Christ is the light of the world, a light the 
darkness is unable to extinguish. St. Matthew picks 
up this theme in our Gospel reading, and weaves 
into it the universality of the redemption promisedin 
Our first two readings. 


WE HAVE THE THREE Magi, or astrologers, 


pagans who have travelled from the east,’ 


representatives of the non-Jewish world which will 
also receive Christ’s message. They have been led 
by a star, His star. We read of many attempts to 
explain the star by purely natural phenomena, such 
as a comet or supernova or conjunction of planets. 


Do we answer God’s call? 


But the ancients were too aced as astronomers to 
be fooled by asimply natural occurrence. The star is 
miraculous, because it announces the birth as a 
man of the God who transcends the natural order of 
the world He created. 


Just as the Gentiles in our first reading came to 
the New Jerusalem with gifts of gold and incense, so 
do the Magi bring their gold and perfumes; the 
prophecy has been fulfilled, and the pagans have 
accepted their call while most of the Chosen People 
have rejected it. 


THE GOSPEL CREATES a tension between the 
call of God and call of a sinful world. We see this in 
King Herod, who becomes greatly disturbed by the 
news of the new king’s birth. We know that Herod 
will try to destroy the baby, slaughtering the Holy 
innocents of Bethlehem in His stead. ' 

The salvation offered to us in Jesus Christ is to all 
people of all time. How well do we respond to God’s 
invitation: are we disturbed, like Herod, or do we 
answer the call, as did the Magi?

initiated a National Migration Week 
program, and scheduled its first 
annual observance for Jan. 5-10, the 
Monday through Saturday following 
this Sunday’s observance of Epiph- 
any. 

“This is to be a time to be set aside 
to consider what it means to be a 
people on the move, to remember the 
needs and problems of those 


displaced by poverty, economic _ 


hardship and other adverse condi- 
tions, as well as those whose work 
demands frequent travel or long- 
distance moves,” said Bishop Rene H. 


_Gracida of Pensacola-Tallahassee, 


chairman of the U.S. Bishops’ 
Committee on Migration and Tour- 
ism. 

The bishop reminds all Americans 
that they are pilgrims “in one way or 
another,” and that our scriptural 
heritage tells us that we are a pilgrim 
people as well. 


IN OUR OWN DIOCESE, Bishop 
Leo T. Maher has asked all Catholics 
to pay particular attention to the 
immigrant “who is forced to suffer'so 
many difficulties due to the economic 
condition in which he finds himself,” 
especially those who are fleeing 
Marxist countries. 


The bishop is “asking for the 
prayers and understanding of our 
people on their behalf.” 


And nowhere in our country today 
are the prayers, understanding, and 
good will of Catholics needed more 
than in San Diego: our proximity to 
the Mexican border makes us the 
point .of entry for hundreds of 
thousands of Mexicans each year. 
Many pass through, but many stay, 
both the documented legal resident 
and the undocumented worker. In 
addition, thousands of immigrants 
from Southeast Asia nave deen 
resettled here, along with smaller 
numbers of Eastern Europeans, 
Cubans, and Africans. 

WHAT ALL HAVE in commonis the 
desire to live in freedom, safety, and 
financial security. They have often 
met with hostility, crowding, econo- 
mic exploitation, fear, and mistrust; 
but what they have in their favor is the 
love of Jesus Christ for the poor and 
the teaching authority of the Church, 
which recognizes the “universal and 
irrevocable right of the human person 
to have a homeland and to emigrate 
abroad, to settle in a new country for 
legitimate reasons.” The words are 
those of the Pontifical Commission 
for the Pastoral Care of Migrants and 
Itinerant Peoples. 


The great bulk of migrants in our 
diocese come from Mexico and are 


largely unskilled agricultural work- 
ers, many of whom have left their 
families behind. But a number of 
refugees currently being resettled 
here in San Diego by the United 
States Catholic Conference in 
conjunction with Catholic Commu- 
nity Services do not fit the usual 
image of the migrant among us. 


Habtemariam Berhe was born in 
Asmara, the capital of the Ethiopian 
province of Etritia, on Christmas Day, 
1928. His father was a local govern- 
ment official, and Berhe rose rapidly 
in his country’s diplomatic service. 
Until little more than two years ago, 


~ he was the Ethiopian ne, d qialrs 


to the Holy See. 


AS THE ETHIOPIAN ambassador 
to the Vatican, Berhe met kings, 
queens, presidents, and popes, 
including Paul VI and John Paul I. 
With his wife of 23 years, Mebrat, and 
their six children, he lived a very 
comfortable life in Rome. 


But Berhe is an Etritian, and the 
revolutionary government which took 
over Ethiopia after the overthrow of 
Emperor Halie Selassie in the early 
70s, has been engaged in a brutal 
civil war with the province from which 
Berhe comes. 


The government is now commu- 
nist, says Berhe, and recalled him 
from Rome in 1978. “I! refused to go 
back home. | would have been in 
great personal danger because of my 
political beliefs.” 


BERHE AND HIS family asked for 
political asylum in Italy, and after a 


two-year period in which he was 
unable to find work, the Berhes were 
resettled in San Diego. 


Berhe is now working as an 
accountant with alarge firm here, and 
his great hope is the day when heand 
his family will receive American 
citizenship. 

Nguyen Huu Gia was born in 
Hanoi, Vietnam, on Dec. 3, 1936. He 
fled the captial along with his family 
in 1945 when the Communists took 
over the northern half of the country. 
After the collapse of the French 
colonial forces in 1954 and the 
partition of the country, the family 
once again was forced to flee, is 
time to the south. ; 


GIA WORKED FOR several heer 


ican firms in South Vietnam, and 


became a political refugee, along 
with his wife and seven children, in 


April of 1975, two days before the 


Communists entered Saigon. 


The Gias were first resettled at 
Eglin Air Force Base, Florida, then 
lived with friends in New York and 
South Bend, Indiana, before being 
resettled in San Diego through the 
USCC’s Campaign for Human 
Development. He is now in charge of 
the Indochinese Refugee Assistance 
Center, a federally-funded project in 
the Linda Vista section of San Diego. 
He has applied for U.S. citizenship, 
has a married daughter here and 
another daughter who recently 
graduated from San Diego State 
University. 

AMALIA AND ALVARO — their last 
names are not given because they are 


both in the country illegally from 
Mexico—have a problem. Both of 
their children are U.S. citizens 
because both were born in this 
country. But the parents—like 


. thousands of others— face deporta- 


tion and separation from their 
children. 


Both came to the United States 
from a small village in the Mexican 
state of Michoacan; both wanted to 
escape the grinding poverty of their 
homeland; both have worked for low 
wages in this country; and both have 
paid their taxes and seen to the 
education of their children. 


But both are undocumented 
workers, facing economic exploita- 
tion, the constant fear and tension of 
arrest and deportation, both experi- — 
encing what Bishop Juan Jesus 
Posadas of Tijuana has called the 
“sinful situation” of the undocu- 
mented in the United States. 


BOTH. AMALIA and Alvaro have 
one hope, however: both are being 
assisted by the Centro de Asuntos 
Migratorios in National City, an 
ecumenical project which helps 
undocumented aliens receive the 
necessary papers to remain in the 
United States and become American 
citizens. 


Some of the funding for the 
project comes from the diocese 
through Catholic Community Ser- 
vices, and Augustinian Father Francis 
X. Riley is assigned there. 


Father Riley is deeply troubled by 
the “disorientation and vulnerability” 
that the undocumented alien must 
endure, and feels that the role of the 
Church is to “give witness of Christ” 
to people who come here for 
economic and.family reasons. 


It is the U.S. bishops’ wish that all 
Americans be aware of the suffering 
that refugees, migrants, and aliens 
endure. 


BUT THE WARNING of Pope Paul 
VI remains with us: “We cannot 
remain indifferent in the face of the 
urgent need to construct a human 
society which will guarantee every- 
where...the right to life, personal and 
social dignity...and the equitable 
distribution of the resources of nature 
and fruits of civilization.” 


Father Theodore Hesburgh, who 
chairs the U.S. government's select 
Commission on Immigration and 
Refugee Policy, recently put the 
problem the world may someday face 
in very graphic terms: “Suppose that 
there will be 1.5 billion people in india 
by the year 2000. And suppose that 
there is a series of bad harvests. What 
would happen if half the population of 
India got up...and started walking 
toward Europe?” 


Or just suppose half the population 
of Mexico started walking toward ie 
United States..

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Violence threatens peace, says pope

also threatens freedom, 
said. 


-THE CONCEPT OF freedom is 
sometimes misused to justify 
excessive consumerism or moral 
permissiveness, the pope said. 


“The consumer society —that 
excess of goods not needed by 
man—can in a way constitute an 
abuse of freedom when the more and 
more insatiable pursuit of goods is 
not subjected to the law of justice and 
of social love,” he said. 


Pope John Paul issued a plea for 
international efforts to solve the 
world-hunger problem, asking rich 
countries to “direct their aid with the 
primary aim of actively eliminating 
absolute poverty.” 


IN ADDITION, he said, ‘‘true 
freedom is not advanced in the 
permissive society, which confuses 
freedom with license to do anything 
whatever and which in the name of 
freedom proclaims a kind of general 
amorality. 


“There are many examples of this 
mistaken idea of freedom, such as the 
elimination of human life by legalized 
or generally accepted abortion,” the 
pope said. 

On the issue of war and arms, Pope 


the pope 


John Paul expressed the fear that 
“war may become—or remain—a 
normal fact of our civilization, with 
‘limited’ armed conflicts going on for 
long periods without exciting public 
concern or with a succession of civil 
wars.’ 


HE SAID SUCH conflicts arise from 
“territorial expansion, ideological 
imperialism, for the triumph of which 
weapons of total annihilation are 
stockpiled.” 


The pope devoted a lengthy section 
of his message to religious freedom, 


calling it “the basis of all other 
freedoms.” 
Governments “must allow each 


person a juridically protected domain 
of independence, so that every 
human being can live, individually 
and collectively, in accordance with 
the demands of his or her con- 
science,” he said. 


IN CLOSING the message, Pope 
John Paul said that the world must 
not “accept violence as the way to 
peace. 


“Let usinstead begin by respecting 
true freedom,” he added. ‘‘The 
resulting peace will be able to satisfy 
the world’s expectations, for it will be 
a peace built on justice, a peace 
founded on the incomparable dignity 
of the free human being.”

Does God Exist? Yes, but... 


By Deacon James Steinberg 


DOES GOD EXIST? By Father Hans 
Kung. Doubleday (Garden City, N.Y., 
1980), 839 pp., $17.50. 


Father Kung remains something of 


an enigma: people tend to be 


passionately for or against him, and it 
seems difficult to divorce the man 
from his books. Does God Exist? is no 
exception. s 

Written as a companion to his 
earlier On Being a Christian, it grew 
from 80 manuscript pages which 


- were left over, on into an exhaustive 


treatment of 10 times that length. 
Father Kung is a scholar of encyclo- 
pediac proportions, who overwhelms 
both reader and subject; and 
attempting to understand God in 
terms ofa rational, indifferent world is 
no easy task. — : 


Ever since Pope John XXIII 
challenged the Roman Catholic 
Church to dialogue even with non- 
believers, it has been first necessary 
to understand where modern agnos- 
ticism and atheism come from. 


Father Kung seeks to understand 
God in the terms of contemporary 
unbelief and skepticism: “Is not God 
from the outset a projection of 
philosophical currents (Feurbach), 
opium of the people (Marx), resent- 
ment of those who have fallen short 
(Neitzsche), illusion of those who 
have remained infantile (Freud)?” 


He does exist, Father Kung 
concludes. “And as human beings in 
the twentieth century we certainly 
can reasonably believe in God, even 
the Christian God.” 


But a subtle, nagging doubt 
remains with me after reading this 
book, and itis simply this: despite his 
ringing affirmation (in Latin, no less) 
of the Church’s credal profession of 
faith in Jesus Christ, | couldn’t help 
but feel that somewhere along the 
way Father Kung had emptied the

Yet its value as a very effective 
means to teaching the faith to any 
group, at any age level, simply should 
not be overlooked. At a time when so 
many parish CCD courses concen- 
trate on things-to-do rather than 
things-to-learn, The Illustrated 
Catechism is a valuable supplemental 
resource or a textbook which can 
stand on its own. 


It is especially recommended as a 
handbook which can be given to 
young couples preparing for mar- 
riage or in baptismal preparation 
seminars.
